Fourth paper on the Sewage Question, 


Some enthusiast has said ‘‘Greek is 
not so enobling a study as.that of sew- 
erage.”

The more 
one reads, the more difficult does it 
seem to decide which report’ to bring 
forward and which to set aside; but I 
will blunder along in the attempt to 
tell what the rest of the world is “up 
and doing,” for the whole civilized 
world has begun to move ‘at last. If 
Andover adopts the sewer-pipe. system 
for discharge that usually follows the 
introduction of waterworks, with the 
increased volume of flow incident to 
water dilution, the old fashioned cess- 
pool or tank will prove inadequate or 
even with extra aitention, very incon- 
venient. Something will have to be 
done on a large scale to render the 
town sewage innoxious both to our- 
selves and the neighbors; for the day 
has passed whef either a town or an 
individual can be comfortable by merely 
digging a dain to run the water off his 
owndand. Both the engineer and the 
lawyer must bow to public opinion ,in- 
stead of calmly appropriating the near- 
est. small river at hand for a main 
conduit.

The health of the city 
and damage to property compelled the 
government to carry the sewage below 
the city where it was delivered into 
enormous tanks with a costly arrange- 
mepr of pumps to insure the elevation 
necessary for a discharge, on the ebb 
tide. But before the tanks are empty, 
the tide turns and carries what flows 
out back up the river along with that 
which had already travelled out to 
sea.”’ 

Haverhill, and Newburyport, ‘and 
Salem have the same experience on a 
smaller scale. The virulence of diph- 
théria along the sea section of these 


last two cities in the neighborhood of | 


the sewer pipes has been noticed. At 
New York the flow of the Hudson to 
the sea is much stronger, but the solids 
that go down the city-sewers have to 
be dredged out of the slips which be- 
come “stagnant tarns of putrescence”’ 
that neither flood nor tide can disturb. 
A report gives 100,000 tons of solid 
stuff deposited evéry month in the 
rivers that discharge into the harbor 
which never gets to sea. A clear 
stream flows over the sluggish current 
at the bottom which is left to slowly 
fill up the harbor. The Atlantic is gnaw- 
ing off our own seacoast and filling up 
our harbors fast enough without any 
addition of this kind. ‘I find a hint in 
one article in regard so the benefit 
from such ‘‘sea-food’’ to the lobsters, 
oysters, mackerel and cod that delight 
the Yankee palate, and a suggestion 
that we go down and examine the 
beach mud carefully. The sewers of 
Paris fill up the Seine at such a rate 
that in 6 years a layer of 3 feet was de- 
posited. A yearly removal became 


nécessary but in spite of all care, the, 


deposit increases and the river water 
is unfit for any domestic purpose, and 
poisonous to fish besides being a source 
of fetid emanations. There, too, as 
elsewhere, a number of costly experi- 
ments are being operated to purify the 
river water. The poisoning of the air 
mentioned above recalls an experiment 
of some New York Professur to test 
the purity of mid-ocean air. Capsules 
of sterilized gelatine were exposed on 
the-promenade deck in a free circula- 
tion. In ten days a few points of in- 
fection developed. When exposed in 
a state room over 500 points developéd 
in 18 hours. When acapsule was ex- 
posed over the bows of'a ship, it was 
found to be entirely free from any 
development. 


An account of the fine management 
in the city of Glasgow, second in Brit- 
ain, winds up, ‘‘The sewerage of Glas- 
gow 1s not to be commended. The 
mains empty at frequent intervals into 
the Clyde with malodorous results. 
It is intended to construct intercepting 
sewers on each bank which will carry 
the material to filtration works below 
the city; from which point the ‘sludge’ 
will probably be barged out to Ssea.”’ 
Anothér says: ‘Some towns in Eng- 
land have disposed of their sewage by 


‘straining out the less soluble parts, 


allowing it to settle in tanks and. run- 
ning the impure water directly into the 
river through strainers. One,.river, 
the Avon, celebrated in song, is not 
particularly sweet for the whole of. its 
length. - The solid portion is mixed 
with ashes and street dirt,and sold as 
manure, which pays the town for the 
removal of the material thus mixed. 
But the rivers are poisoned, and it is 
only a bit better than sending along 
the whole flow.’? Many authorities 
claim that natural soil while it is an 
excellent filter for impure air, can do 
nothing to purify infected water.

A great ‘deal has been done in regard 
to this matter .of purifying seWage. 
Four hundred and fifty patents for 
chemical treatment have been issued 
in. Efgland during the last forty years, 
and abroad and at home, experiments 
are being tried to prove the different 
systems, There are three methods 
that can be applied toa water system, 
chemical precipitation, as at Worces- 
ter: filtration, as at Lawrence; irriga- 
tion as at Pullman, Ohio. With the 
pneumatic system.of delivery where 
the mass to be treated is nearly dry, as 
tested at Amsterdam and many places 
abroad, cremation or evaporation is the 
method of final disposal. As one hes 
said ‘‘No system 18 a dazzling success 
financially, but putting the — public 
health in the first place, they are suc- 
cessful in different degrees and.some 
of them do make a return nearly equiva- 
lent-to-the whole cost.””

PARTICULARS OF THK WRECK oF 
THE STEAMER UTOPIA, 


Cat Down by « British Warship in Gib- 
Falter Hay—The &cene Graphically De- 
sortbed by np Officer of the Utopia, 


GIBRALTAR, March 19.—It bas not been 
poxsible nu til now to give a full and an- 
théntic account of the appalling cates- 
trophe, the falling light making it diffi- 
cult to see from the shore what was going 
onatthe scene of the disaster, und the 
terri ble gale making it alinost impossible 
to gumrrunicate with the vessels until a 
late hour last evening. Early Tuesday 
evening the Utopia was seen steaming 
iuto the bay, in the direction ofthe an- 
chorage. When abreast of the ironclad 
Ansou the Utopia staggered as though 
unable to make headway against the ter- 
rible current, Sudilenly the strong gale, 
combined with the current, swept the ill- 
fated versel across the bows of the Anson, 
and jna moment her hull was pierced 
and cut by the.ram of the ironclad, 

The Utopia, after pulling clear of the 
fronelad, drifted abouc before wind and 
sea, The rapid inrush of water through 
the rent in her bide ‘cuused her to scttle 
down tr five minutes from the time or the 
first impact. The Anson’x boats were 
lowered immediately as were also boats 
from the other vessels of the British chan- 
nel squadron, the Swedish man-of-war 
Freya and the cable ship Amber, and the 
jronclads turned. their powerful électric 
search lights on the scune of the disaster 
to as-ist the rescuers. 


prevailed. Little could be seen, however, 
save the looming bulls of the, men-of-war 
and the white rays of the search lights 
falling \ipon the fuam-flecked crests of the 
waves aud illuminating the driving spin- 
drift. 

The shrieks of the Utopia’s passengers 
and crew could be plaiuly heard above the 
roaring of the gale. The sea was so heavy 
that the boats of the rescuers could not 
with safety approach the wreck, so they 
were compelled tc lie to leeward, where 
théy picked up the people as they were 
swept from the decks, As the Utopia’s 
bows settled, 

A Terrible Scene 

was witnessed from the boats, Those 
still op board the sink'ng steamer made a 
sudden rush en masse to the fore rigging, 
struggling for their lives and vainly seek- 
ing places of refuge. . Twenty minutes 
later the forecastle was submerged and a 
large pumber of persons gathered there, 
who had not dared to leap overboard, with 
the hope o! being rescued by the boats, 
and,who had failed in their efforts to 
ascend thé rigging, were carried away by 
the waves, . 

The rescuers, blinded by the wind and 
rain, saw nothing but a confu‘ed, strug- 
gling ma-s of human. beings entaugled 
with wreckage, 
cued all those who hal taken refage in 
the main riggiug, but the last ones were 
not taken off until 11 o’clock at night, 
They were so exhausted that they could 
donothing for themselves,-so the brave 
bluejackets climbed into the rigging and 
passed the lielpless péople to the rescuers . 
in the boats. Both the British and the 
Swedish sailors did plucky and vigorous 
work, 

While a steam pinnance belonging to 
the British ironclud Immor‘talite was en- 
gaged in the work of rescue, her screw 
fouled, and she became helpless and 
drifted on. the rdcks. In trying to save 
themselves, two of the sailors aboard the 
pinuace were drowned. ‘The remainder 
were rescued. ; 

The total number of lives tost is now 
placed at.576. Divers are at work recov- 
ering bodies from the wreck. 

. Strong pickets are stationed along the 
breakwater to recover any othet bodies 
that may be washed ashore. 

An Officer's Story, 

A officer of the Utopia says: We were 
were slowing our engities preparing to 
-anchor,--when, ~before—we- realized--our 
danger, we found ouselves on the bows 2f 
the Anson. . There was a shout from both 
vessels, which was instantly followed by 
the Anson’s ram ttaring into the 
Utopia, We were about a quarter of a 
mile from shore at the time. The officers 
in talking about the catastrophe say they 
will never forget the scene that followed 
the collisiou. The Italians were thrown 
into a state of complete and cowardly 
panic. They yelled frantically and fonght 
madly to reach the forecastle. A few of 
the married men dragged their wives with 
them, but the bulk of the single men 
were heedless of the. piteous appeals 
of the women and children. 

The forecastle and rigging were soon 
crowded, and the vessel began to’ settle 
down. Presently an explosion, with a 
deafening report, occurred in the forecas- 
tle, killing many and throwing others 
into the sea. Luckily the masts held and 
remained some yards above the water as 
the-vesael_ touched bottom,--Fron—forty 
to fifty. persons. were rescued from the 
masts. ‘The only instances of mantiness 

“occurred among the people in the rigging, 
Many men anid nearly every woman 
clusped children to their breasts, but they 
were gradually overéome by sheer exhaus- 
tion and cold, and were compelled to drop 
their burdens and often follow them- 
selves; Those inthe lower rigging, who 
were exposed to the full force of the waves, 
were swept away before the first of the 
Auson’s boats was able to reach them. 
Some of the men had tied to themselves 
each his wife or a chill, hoping to.be 
able to float until they were saved. Sevy- 
eral bodies so tied together were washed 
ashore dead. The majority of the Ital- 
ians, however, behavéd. more like beasts 
than like reasoving men,

rounded by lighters laden with coal, 
which was being rapidly shoveled into 
the bunks by dark skinned ‘natives. 
The white mist that huhg over us made 
the water look like dull silver; in the 
foreground were ships at anchor, and 
small lighters provided with winches 
and nets for dredging up: the bits of 
coal that fall into the water while the 
steamers are loading; in back- 
ground were the winding wheels of the 
coalpits; the moles surmounted by 
trains of coal trucks; the sickly sul- 


“phurous smoke streams of the ’inevita- 


ble smelting works, the small town of 
Coronel clustered along the sandy black 
beach, and, behind, the green hills 
diapered with mule paths and patches 
of red or yellow earth. 

The meals of the coal heavers on the 
fore deck interested us, Great bowls 
of beans, lumps of. salt beef and fat, 
piles of biscuit and gallons of coffee 


~“were served out to them. Each nian 


took what he needed of the solids, 
chose his corner on the rail, over the 
hatches, or simply on the «bare deck, 
and ate with no more comfort than a 
dog. Then each man produced a large 
violet mussel shell, which he used in 
lieu of a spoon to scoop up the beans 
and drink the coffee. Let it be re- 
marked that these coal heavers earn 
high wages, as much as five Chilian 
dollars, or say ten shillings gold, a day, 
and their food gratis; and yet they re- 
main little better than good natured 
brutes, taking no strong drink while 
oor os at work, but ready for any 
quantity of dissipation after sunset, im- 
provident in the extreme, and -willing 
to work, and to work well, only when 
they have no money left to spend. 
While watching those strong muscu- 
lar fellows I had some conversation 
with the Russian timber merchant 
about his experience of mien and things 
in Chili, the subject having been led up 
to by my remarking the frequent evi- 
dences of primitiveness in Chilian 
methods of working. Speaking of the 
great strength and hardiness of the 
Chilian native laborer, Herr C—— said 
that this was still more noticeable in 
the more southern forest districts. At 
Puerto Montt, for instance, which is 
one of the most important timber ports, 
the work is done entirely by hand. The 
trees are felled with axes, sawn into 
planks on the spot by hand, and the 
planks carried to the port from a dis- 
tance of ten or twelve miles, balanced 
on the shoulder of a man, who goes 
along under his burden at arun. None 
but native Chilians could do such 
work, and, given the absence of roads, 
and above all the nature of the work- 
men, all attempts to modernize the 
methods of getting out the timber have 
failed. 
srodeaaie Soe have been made in in- 
uéing North American machinery, 
but without success. The innovators 
have invariably lost their money, and 
the natives, accustomed to do every- 
with their hands, have in the 
end willfully broken the. machinery in 
order to have done with it. I mention- 
ed the fact that the Chilian govern- 
ment, as I had been informed, med- 
itated the essay of Norwegian and 
Swedish colonies in these southern for- 
est regions, . Herr C—— was of opinion 
that this scheme is utterly impracticu- 
ble, for the simple reason that Scandi- 
mavian colonists would refuse to live 
like pigs, as the Chilians live. The 
present primitive methods are the cheap-

Plato, who, being a poet, was qualified 
to give Soc points as to the most direct 
path to the feminine heart, for poesy is 
of all ways the one royal avenue to the 
affections of womankind. 

One of these valentines, the joint 
product of Soc and Plate (as they call 
one another), is now owned by our 
townsman, Mr. Gunther, and is exhib- 
ited, if we err not, among the ante- 
bellum, prehistoric and antediluvian 
curios of the Libby prison show. It 


is pretty well faded out now, but still, 


there is enough of ‘it left to show 
that hundreds, ay. thousands, of years 
ago obtained the sweet custom which 
we would fain see restored in the midst 
of us in all its Athenian ‘simplicity, pu- 
rity and fervor.—Chicago News.

silent alleys without issue; he that has 
not listened to thy murmurs between 
midnight and two hours after, knows 
nothing ef the true poetry which is in 
thee, or of thy large and curious con- 
trasts.” 

And he proceeds to sketch the Rue 
Soly in colors at once ignoble and over- 
powering. Ignoble! It is the proper 
word for Balzac’s subject matter, 
though unjust if applied to the man. 
He displays too vast an energy, too ex- 
tensive a knowledge of human nature, 
to be thrust outside the temple of fame 
on the score of his ill manners. But 
the sculptor is more than the anato- 
mist, and the-question of realism must 
be decided by contrasting the Venus of 
Milo with Balzac’s supreme création, 
the Venus of the Pere la Chaise.— 
Quarterly Review. 


‘Coal from Peat. . 

A 8t. Petersburg journal states that 
a Russian civil engineer, M. de Nicaloff, 
has succeeded in producing a fuel from 
peat greatly resembling anthracite coal. 
The.inventor has obtained a patent for 
his procésy¥“which ‘is -said-to be -accom-* 
plished by the aid of certain chemicals, 
and lately an imperial commission has 
been engaged in experimenting with 
the fuel, the result having been very 
avorable. The peat was found to 
givea little less heat than ordinary 
coal, but more than fir or bitch wood, 
which is largely used on railways and 
steamers and in factories. in Russia.
